Octopus Paul predicts Spain 
to win World Cup 



BERLIN, Germany — Ger¬ 
many's oracle octopus Paul 
picked Spain to beat the 
Netherlands in the World Cup 
final tomorow in a live tele¬ 
vision broadcast watched 
across Europe. 

The two-year-old celebrity 
octopus, who has accurately 
picked the outcome of all six 
of Germany's World Cup 
matches so far, quickly tipped 
Spain to beat the Nether¬ 
lands. It took him only three 
minutes to make up his mind. 

"That was fast — it looks 
like a clear-cut victory for 
Spain," said Tanja Munzig, 
spokeswoman for Sea Life in 
Oberhausen. She was sur¬ 
prised by his speed in picking 
Spain. For some matches it 
took Paul 70 minutes to de¬ 
cide. 

The octopus, considered 
by some to be the most intel¬ 
ligent of all invertebrates, got 
the choice of picking food 
from two different transpar¬ 
ent containers lowered into 
his tank — one with a Dutch 
flag on it and one with 
Spain's flag. 

Reaction in Spain was 
swift, with the country's 
biggest selling sports daily 
website Marca.com running 
the headline: "The octopus 
Paul makes us champions." 

The container Paul opens 
first is regarded as his pick. 
Yesterday he wasted no time 
in diving for the container on 
the right side with the Span¬ 
ish flag on it. 

Two German television 
networks interrupted their 
programming for live cover¬ 
age of the two-year-old 
celebrity octopus's picks. 
Networks in Spain, the 
Netherlands and elsewhere in 
Europe also broadcast Paul's 
decision live. 

Earlier yesterday, Ger¬ 
mans heaved a sigh of relief 


when Paul tipped Germany to 
beat Uruguay in the World 
Cup match for third place. 
There were cheers in offices 
across Germany after crowds 
of viewers tuned in to watch 
Paul live. 

Normally he only picks 
Germany matches. But for 
the final Sea Life made an ex¬ 
ception. 

The octopus in Ober¬ 
hausen turned into a global 
celebrity for correctly picking 
the winners of all six of Ger¬ 
many's World Cup matches - 
- including their two defeats 
to Serbia and Spain. 

Yesterday Paul first settled 
on top of the Germany con¬ 
tainer but after a few minutes 
shifted to the Uruguay con¬ 
tainer. Then after about 15 
minutes he went back to Ger¬ 
many container, quickly 
opened the lid and ate the 
morsel of food inside. 

Not an ordinarily supersti¬ 
tious people, Germans have 
become believers in Paul's 
possible psychic powers. The 
country was shocked and dis¬ 
traught when he picked Spain 
to beat Germany after tipping 
German wins over Argentina, 
England, Ghana and Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Paul's selections have be¬ 
come top news across Ger¬ 
many and around the world. 


Some commentators even 
wondered aloud whether his 
improbable winning streak 
might have begun to influ¬ 
ence some of the more super¬ 
stitious players. 

But after Paul accurately 
picked Spain to beat Ger¬ 
many in the semi-final, some 
Germans called for a public 
roasting of the oracle octo¬ 
pus. Newspapers and web¬ 
sites were filled with 
suggestions on how to cook 
and eat him. 

Officials at Sea Life in 
Oberhausen have installed 
extra security to protect their 
octopus. 

"Paul is in safe hands with 
us," said Munzig. 

Spain's Prime Minister 
Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapa- 
tero was quoted in Spanish 
media reports saying — in jest 
— he was concerned about 
Paul’s safety. 

"I am concerned for the 
octopus...I am thinking of 
sending him a protective 
team," Zapatero said. 

Spain's Environment and 
Fisheries Minister Elena Es¬ 
pinosa also said: "On Mon¬ 
day I shall be at the European 
Council of Ministers and I 
shall be asking for a fishing 
ban on Paul the octopus so 
Germans do not eat him."

White House: CIA chief negotiated 
spy transfers 


Convoy carrying 775 
genocide victims en 
route to Srebrenica 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The head of the CIA was re¬ 
sponsible for negotiations 
with Russia leading to the 
biggest spy swap since the 
Cold War, the White House 
said yesterday, underlining 
the high stakes of the deal. 

A spokesman for President 
Barack Obama told reporters 
that Leon Panetta, director of 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency, led the talks and that 
Obama himself was first 
briefed on the situation as far 
back as a month ago. 

Ten convicted Russian 
agents were exchanged for 
four Russians convicted of 
spying for Western countries 
in a dramatic deal finalized 
yesterday. 

’’The United States go¬ 
vernment came up with the 
four individuals to be freed 
by the Russians based on hu¬ 
manitarian concerns, health 
concerns, and other reasons 
that we put forward to the 
Russians,” the White House 
official, who asked not to be 
named, said. 

’’Director Panetta led these 
conversations and we re¬ 
ceived a response soon after 


the names were offered,” the 
official said. 

The official also said that 
security agencies first briefed 
the White House in February 
and that Obama was briefed 
in person on June 11. 

”He was told about the il¬ 
legals program, given details 
of the individuals involved, 
what they’ve done over the 
past decade, and about pro¬ 
vided notice that some of the 
illegals had plans to travel 
abroad this summer,” the of¬ 
ficial said. 

Obama chaired a National 
Security Council meeting to 
discuss the agents on June 
18th, who were arrested June 
27. 

” At the time of the arrests, 
the President was kept fully 
apprised of developments,” 
the official said. 

The deal was seen as a 
high-level solution to a spy 
scandal that threatened to dis¬ 
rupt improving US-Russian 
relations. 

The 10 Russian agents, 
who were arrested last 
month, pleaded guilty Thurs¬ 
day and were ordered to 
leave the county immedi¬ 


ately, avoiding the need for a 
politically embarrassing trial. 

Yesterday a plane carrying 
the spies freed by Russia 
landed at an international air¬ 
port outside Washington, an 
AFP correspondent saw. 

The Vision airline plane 
landed around 5:30 pm after 
a flight from Vienna where 
the exchange took place. 

It was not known how 
many of the four were still on 
board the plane when it ar¬ 
rived at Dulles international 
airport, as according to the 
British media it had briefly 
stopped first at the Brize Nor¬ 
ton air base in central Eng¬ 
land. 


NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - BP’s efforts to place a 
new containment cap over the 
gushing Gulf of Mexico oil 
well could effectively stop the 
disastrous spill as early as 
Monday, a US official said 
yesterday. 

Admiral Thad Allen, who 
oversees the government’s spill 
response, said on day 81 of the 
disaster that an operation to 
swap in the new cap could 
begin today and the entire 
process would take ’’about 
three to four days.” 

If successful, the new cap 
could capture all of the crude 
spilling into the Gulf and allow 
it to be siphoned up to con¬ 
tainer vessels on the surface, in 
effect halting the devastating 
spill of crude into the sea that 
has imperilled fragile coast¬ 
lines and wildlife across the 
Gulf Coast. 

The days-long process of 
switching containment de¬ 
vices, however, could see the 
amount of oil spilling into the 
ocean temporarily increase by 
up to 15,000 barrels. 

The operation is the latest 
attempt to contain the spill that 


VISOKO, Bosnia (AFP) - A 
convoy carrying the remains of 
775 victims of the 1995 Sre¬ 
brenica massacre yesterday set 
off for the memorial center in 
Potocari where they will be 
buried over the weekend.

The Muslim and Croat 
members of Bosnia's tripartite 
presidency, Haris Silajdzic and 
Zeljko Komisic respectively, 
paid homage to the victims as 
the convoy halted in front of 
the presidency building in 
Sarajevo. 

Some 8,000 Muslim men 
and boys were killed in several 
days in July 1995 by Bosnian 
Serb forces. The massacre was 
the only crime committed dur¬ 
ing the 1992-1995 war in 
Bosnia that international courts 
have termed genocide. 

Since 2003, when the first 
burials took place in Potocari, 
a former UN base near Sre¬ 
brenica, 3,749 victims have 
been buried at the memorial 
after their remains were ex¬ 
humed from dozens mass 
graves and identified.

Diabetes is a big public health 
problem. In the year 2000 
there was no less than 151 mil¬ 
lion people worldwide regis¬ 
tered with diabetes. It is 
predicted that for the year 2030 
the amount will increase to 
more than 360 million. 

Diabetes mellitus, often 
simply referred to as dia¬ 
betes—is a condition in which 
a person has high blood sugar, 
either because the body does 
not produce enough insulin, or 
because cells do not respond to 
the insulin that is produced. 
This high blood sugar pro¬ 
duces the classical symptoms 
of polyuria (frequent urina¬ 
tion), polydipsia (increased 
thirst) and polyphagia (in¬ 
creased hunger). 

There are three main types 
of diabetes: 

• Type 1 diabetes: re¬ 
sults from the body's failure to 
produce insulin, and presently 
requires the person to inject in¬ 


sulin. 

• Type 2 diabetes: re¬ 
sults from insulin resistance, a 
condition in which cells fail to 
use insulin properly, some¬ 
times combined with an ab¬ 
solute insulin deficiency. 

• Gestational diabetes: 
is when pregnant women, who 
have never had diabetes be¬ 
fore, have a high blood glucose 
level during pregnancy. It may 
precede development of type 2 
DM. 

Other forms of diabetes in¬ 
clude congenital diabetes, 
which is due to genetic defects 
of insulin secretion, cystic fi¬ 
brosis-related diabetes, steroid 
diabetes induced by high doses 
of glucocorticoids, and several 
forms of monogenic diabetes. 

All forms of diabetes have 
been treatable since insulin be¬ 
came available in 1921, and 
type 2 diabetes may be con¬ 
trolled with medications. Both 
type 1 and 2 are chronic condi¬ 


tions that usually cannot be 
cured. 

Why is diabetes such a big 
problem? 

Diabetes is a chronic ail¬ 
ment that after time can cause 
complications by damaging 
the veins and the nerve sys¬ 
tem. At presents 50% of dia¬ 
betics already experience 
complications, i.e. blood cir¬ 
culation problems and bad 
eyesight. There is not only an 
increase in diabetic patients 
but also a drastic increase in 
the amount of children with 
type 2 diabetes, better known 
as the old age diabetes. Those 
children already experience 
complication that comes for¬ 
ward in adults. This means 
that they must be treated at a 
very young age to avoid that 
by the age of 20 they must un¬ 
dergo dialysis of by the age of 
30 get a stroke or a heart attack 

Prediabetes is the state in 
which some but not all of the 
diagnostic criteria for diabetes 
are met. It is often described 
as the “gray area” between 
normal blood sugar and dia¬ 
betic levels. While in this 
range, patients are at risk for 
not only developing type 2 di¬ 
abetes, but also for cardiovas¬ 
cular complications. 

On Aruba we are also fac¬ 
ing the problem of pre-dia¬ 
betes. The development of 
pre-diabetes into type 2 dia¬ 
betes is hereditary, but it can 
also be influenced by certain 
lifestyles, particularly over¬ 
weight, lack of physical activ¬ 
ities and proper eating are risk 
factors to consider. These fac¬ 
tors are responsible for the in¬ 
crease of diabetic patients, 
also on Aruba 

We must keep in mind that 
the increase in type 2 diabetes 
in children is related to the 
lifestyle factor; more over¬ 
weight kids, less active kids 
(they spend lot of time sitting 
behind the computer or televi¬ 
sion), eating of too much junk 
food and drinking too much 
soft drinks. 

Can we manage the prob¬ 
lem of diabetes? 

Yes, for a big part, but we 
must be more active and eat 
healthy. We must analyze 
good what the risk factors are 
on Aruba 

Platform Diabetes is here to 
inform the community in gen¬ 
eral and diabetic patients in 
particular on issues concern¬ 
ing diabetes. Organizations 
working with diabetic patients 
must come together with a so¬ 
lution on what has to be done 
and the encouragement to 
work together for the wellbe¬ 
ing of diabetic patients. 


WASHINGTON — The cli¬ 
mate phenomenon known as 
La Nina appears to be deve¬ 
loping, threatening more bad 
news in the efforts to clean up 
the oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

When a La Nina occurs 
there tend to be more hurri¬ 
canes than normal in the At¬ 
lantic and Caribbean regions, 
which include the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The federal Climate Predic¬ 
tion Center said that La Nina 
conditions are likely to de¬ 
velop in July and August. 

La Nina is marked by an 
unusual cooling of the sea sur¬ 
face in the tropical Pacific 
Ocean. Water temperatures in 
that area can affect air pressure 
and winds, resulting in 
changes in the weather in 
many parts of the world. 

In a La Nina, wind shear is 
increased over the Pacific and 
reduced over the Atlantic. 
Wind shear is the difference in 
strength of winds at low levels 
compared to higher level 
winds. 

A strong wind shear re¬ 
duces hurricanes by breaking 
up their ability to rise into the 
air, while less shear means 
they can climb and strengthen. 

Thus, the Climate Predic¬ 
tion Center notes, "there tend 
to be more Atlantic hurricanes 


during La Nina because of this 
expanded area of low vertical 
wind shear." 

In addition, during a La 
Nina "more hurricanes form in 
the deep tropics from African 
easterly waves. These systems 
have a much greater likelihood 
of becoming major hurricanes, 
and of eventually threatening 
the U.S. and Caribbean is¬ 
lands," according to the center, 
a part of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion. 

The climate center's current 
hurricane forecast for this sea¬ 
son is for 14 to 23 named 
storms of which 8 to 14 are ex¬ 
pected to be hurricanes and 3 
to 7 major hurricanes. 

The center noted that dur¬ 
ing June, sea surface tempera¬ 
ture continued to decrease 
across the equatorial Pacific 
Ocean, with cool areas ex¬ 
panding across the central and 
eastern Pacific. In addition, in¬ 
creased rainfall persisted over 
Indonesia, while the area of re¬ 
duced rain expanded westward 
over the western and central 
equatorial Pacific. 

Combined with changes in 
the winds over the Pacific 
"these oceanic and atmosphe¬ 
ric anomalies reflect develop¬ 
ing La Nina conditions" which 
are likely to continue through 
early 2011, CPC said.

Naomi Campbell to testify at Taylor 
war crimes trial 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
British supermodel Naomi 
Campbell will give evidence at 
the war crimes trial of former 
Liberian president Charles 
Taylor about a "blood dia¬ 
mond" he allegedly gave her, 
her spokeswoman said yester¬ 
day.. 

The war crimes court or¬ 
dered Campbell last week to 
testify on July 29 about a dia¬ 
mond she was allegedly given 
by Taylor after a celebrity din¬ 
ner hosted by then South 
African president Nelson Man¬ 
dela in September 1997. 

Taylor has been on trial 
since 2008 for his alleged role 
in the civil war in Sierra 
Leone, accused of arming 
rebels in return for illegally 
mined diamonds. 

"Miss Campbell has made 
it clear that she is willing to 
help the due process of law," 
said the spokeswoman from 
The Outside Organisation PR 


firm. 

"For avoidance of doubt she 
is not being accused of any 
wrongdoing and is not on 
trial." 

Campbell will have to tes¬ 
tify about claims by her former 
agent Carole White and actress 
Mia Farrow that she was given 
the diamond. 

The prosecution alleges the 
gem was among those Taylor 
had obtained from Sierra 
Leone rebels and took to South 
Africa "to sell... or exchange 
them from weapons." 

It believes Campbell’s evi¬ 
dence will be direct evidence 
of Taylor’s possession of rough 
diamonds, a claim he has de¬ 
nied. 

When it ordered the model 
to appear, the Special Court for 
Sierra Leone warned she could 
face up to seven years in jail if 
she failed to turn up. 

Campbell had previously 
refused to talk to prosecutors 


about the alleged gift. 

The court said there was "at 
least a good chance that the in¬ 
formation provided by Ms 
Campbell would be of material 
assistance" in the case. 

Taylor, 62, is charged with 
11 counts of war crimes and 
crimes against humanity 
stemming from the 1991-2001 
civil war in neighbouring 
Sierra Leone, where he is al¬ 
leged to have armed Revolu¬ 
tionary United Front (RUF) 
rebels in exchange for rough 
diamonds. 

He has pleaded not guilty to 
charges of murder, rape, con¬ 
scripting child soldiers, en¬ 
slavement and pillaging. 

The RUF is blamed for the 
mutilation of thousands of 
civilians who had their hands 
and arms severed in one of the 
most brutal wars in modern 
history, which claimed some 
120,000 lives.

Betancourt to demand 
millions for FARC 
hostage ordeal 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Former Colombian hostage 
Ingrid Betancourt will de¬ 
mand over six million dollars 
in compensation from Bogota 
for financial and psychologi¬ 
cal damages endured in her 
six years of captivity by left¬ 
ist rebels, officials and media 
said yesterday. 

The former Franco- 
Colombian hostage of the 
FARC, who was released two 
years ago, intends to seek 
12.5 billion pesos (6.6 mil¬ 
lion dollars), according to 
media reports. 

She returned to her native 
country last week for several 
hours to participate in a cere¬ 
mony celebrating the two- 
year anniversary of the 
Colombian military's suc¬ 
cessful "Operation Jaque" 


that freed her and 14 other 
hostages of the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia. 

Betancourt, who was ab¬ 
ducted in the midst of her 
presidential campaign in Feb¬ 
ruary 2002 and ultimately be¬ 
came a global symbol of the 
guerillas' hostages, said at the 
time that she still suffered 
from the ordeal. 

"I always have the impres¬ 
sion that I am fine, calm and 
happy, and suddenly I men¬ 
tion something, and the sad¬ 
ness, tears and angst come 
back," she told AFP. "I am 
not yet in control of my emo¬ 
tions to the degree I would 
like." 

She intends to recount the 
experience in a memoir due 
to be published in September.

PARIS (AFP) - Scientists 
lobbed a bombshell into the 
world of sub-atomic theory 
this past week by reporting 
that a primary building block 
of the visible Universe, the 
proton, is smaller than previ¬ 
ously thought. 

More precisely, revised 
measurements shave four 
percent off the particle's ra¬ 
dius, according to a study in 
Nature that is highlighted on 
the journal's cover. 

That may not seem like 
much, especially given the 
proton's infinitesimally tiny 
size. 

But if borne out in further 
experiments, the findings 
could challenge fundamental 
precepts of quantum electro¬ 
dynamics, the theory of how 
quantum light and matter in¬ 
teract, say its authors. 

A team of 32 international 
scientists led by Randolf Pohl 
of the Max Planck Institute in 
Garching, Germany, had ini¬ 
tially set out only to confirm 
what was already known

"We didn’t imagine that 
there would be a gap between 
the known measures of the 
proton and our own," admit¬ 
ted co-author Paul Indelicato, 
director of the Kastler 
Brossel Laboratory at the 
Pierre and Marie Curie Uni¬ 
versity in Paris. 

The new experiment — at 
least 10 times more accurate 
than any performed to date — 
was envisioned by physicists 
40 years ago, but only recent 
developments in technology 
made it feasible.

Herbal slimming aid 
contains banned, Rx 
drugs: US regulator 


Taking fish oil supplements 
may help reduce breast can¬ 
cer risk, shows a preliminary 
study in Cancer Epidemiol¬ 
ogy, Biomarkers & Preven¬ 
tion. 

In the study of 35,016 
older women with no history 
of breast cancer, those who 
reported currently taking fish 
oil supplements on a regular 
basis had a 32% reduced risk 
for developing invasive duc¬ 
tal breast cancer, compared 
with women who did not take 
fish oil supplements. 

’’There is some limited ev¬ 
idence from my study and 
others that fish oil may be 
good for preventing breast 
cancer, but there is not suffi¬ 
cient evidence to make a pub¬ 
lic health recommendation 
right now,” cautions study re¬ 
searcher Emily White, PhD, 
an epidemiologist at the Fred 
Hutchinson Cancer Research 
Center in Seattle. ”If you are 
taking fish oil now for other 
reasons, this is reassuring that 
it may have beneficial effects 


beside what you are taking it 
for,” she says. Many people 
currently take fish oil supple¬ 
ments to decrease their risk 
for heart disease. 

In the study, 880 women 
developed breast cancer dur¬ 
ing six years of follow-up. 
The use of fish oil was linked 
to lower risk of invasive duc¬ 
tal breast cancer. Ductal 
breast cancer is the most 
common type of breast can¬ 
cer and forms in the milk 
ducts. Lobular breast cancer 
forms in the milk glands. Re¬ 
searchers did not have infor¬ 
mation on the doses of fish 
oil that were taken by women 
in the study. 

Exactly how fish oil may 
affect breast cancer risk is not 
fully understood, but it may 
be related to its strong anti¬ 
inflammatory properties. 
Some research suggests that 
inflammation plays a role in 
the development of breast 
and other cancers. Other 
studies have not found a link 
between eating more fatty 


fish and breast cancer risk, 
but it may be that the amount 
of omega-3 fatty acids in fish 
oil supplements is much 
higher than what is typically 
found in the diet. 

Other supplements were 
not linked to breast cancer 
risk in the new study, includ¬ 
ing black cohosh, dong quai, 
soy, and St. John’s wort, 
which are often taken to re¬ 
lieve some of the symptoms 
of menopause. 

The new research is part 
of the Vitamins and Lifestyle 
(VITAL) study, which in¬ 
cluded data from women 50 
to 76 years old from Wash¬ 
ington state. 

Second Opinion 

’’This study is one of the 
largest studies that have come 
out showing that there may 
be role for fish oil in the pre¬ 
vention of cancer, specifi¬ 
cally breast cancer,” says 
Lorenzo Cohen, MD, director 
of the Integrative Medicine 
Program and chief of the sec¬ 
tion of integrative medicine 
in the department of general 
oncology at the University of 
Texas M.D. Anderson Cancer 
Center in Houston. 

“It is most likely useful for 
cardiovascular risks, and the 
jury is still out on whether it 
helps in the prevention of 
breast cancer, but it’s not 
going to hurt,” he says. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US drug safety watchdog 
on Thursday warned that a 
Chinese herbal slimming 
supplement sold in shops and 
online contains active drugs 
not listed on its label, includ¬ 
ing a stimulant known to 
cause heart damage. 

The weight loss supple¬ 
ment sold under the name 
Que She and marketed as ”an 
all-natural blend of Chinese 
herbs” contains not only fen¬ 
fluramine, a stimulant with¬ 
drawn from the US market in 
1997 after studies showed it 
caused serious heart valve 
damage, but also three other 
potentially harmful drugs. 

The other drugs found in 
Que She were the beta- 
blocker propranolol, which 
can harm people with asthma 
and certain heart conditions; 
prescription weight loss drug 
sibutramine, which has been 
linked with increased risk of 


heart attack and stroke in pa¬ 
tients with a history of heart 
disease; and the stimulant 
ephedrine. 

The drugs in Que She 
could be dangerous on their 
own in certain groups of pa¬ 
tients, and could ’’interact 
with other medications and 
result in a serious adverse 
event,” the FDA warned, urg¬ 
ing anyone who has taken the 
weight loss supplement to 
consult a health care profes¬ 
sional. 

The Diet Spotlight website 
described Que She as a com¬ 
pound of 11 Chinese herbs 
that ’’purportedly helps a per¬ 
son lose weight by suppress¬ 
ing appetite and increasing 
metabolism.” 

Several websites that sold 
the slimming aid had re¬ 
moved Que She from the list 
of products they sell shortly 
after the FDA issued its 
warning on Thursday. 


FDA OKs implantable telescope to aid vision 


Alzheimer's Disease: Tips for 
Maintaining a Normal Life 



Living with Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease is a challenge for any¬ 
one. It’s difficult to remember 
things, make decisions, and 
find your way around the 
way you used to. It can be 
frustrating a good deal of the 
time, but there are good days 
and bad days. Here are some 
helpful tips and things you 
can do to make things easier 
for yourself — to make things 
feel a bit more normal again. 

To help cope with mem¬ 
ory problems: 

* Always keep a book 
with you to record important 


information, phone num¬ 
bers, names, ideas you have, 
appointments, your address, 
and directions to your 
home. 

* Place sticky notes 
around the house when you 
need to remember things. 

* Label cupboards and 
drawers with words or pic¬ 
tures that describe their con¬ 
tents. 

* Place important phone 
numbers in large print next to 
the phone. 

* Ask a friend or family 
member to call and remind 
you of important things that 
you need to do in the day, like 
meal times, medication 
times, and appointments. 

* Use a calendar to keep 
track of time and to remem¬ 
ber important dates. 

* Use photos of people 
you see often labeled with 
their names. 

* Keep track of phone 
messages by using an an¬ 
swering machine. 


The FDA says it has ap¬ 
proved the use of micro-sized 
implantable telescopes to im¬ 
prove vision in patients with 
end-stage, age-related macu¬ 
lar degeneration. 

The tiny device, called an 
Implantable Miniature Tele¬ 
scope (IMT), is designed to 
replace the natural lens. It 
provides an image that has 
been magnified more than 
two times, the FDA says in a 
news release. 

Age-related macular de¬ 
generation (AMD) is a condi¬ 
tion that affects older people. 
It damages the center of the 
retina, or macula, and results 
in a loss of vision in the cen¬ 
ter of the visual field. There 
are two forms of AMD, a wet 
form and a dry form. 

About 8 million people in 
the U.S. suffer from this con¬ 
dition, and nearly 2 million of 
them already have significant 
loss of vision. The device is 
intended for patients 75 and 
older with severe to profound 
vision impairment that has 
been stable over time due to 
blind spots from end-stage 


AMD. 

’’This innovation has the 
potential to provide many 
people with an improved 
quality of life,” Jeffrey 
Shuren, MD, JD, director of 
the FDA’s Center for Devices 
and Radiological Health, says 
in the news release. 

The IMT comes in two 
models; one model provides 
2.2 times magnification and 
the other 2.7 times. It is de¬ 
signed to magnify and project 


images onto a healthy portion 
of the afflicted person’s 
retina. It is intended for use in 
only one eye because the 
other eye is used for periph¬ 
eral vision, the FDA says. 

Before implantation, pa¬ 
tients will be trained with an 
external telescopic device to 
see if they may benefit from 
the product. Training would 
also be needed to verify that 
there is sufficient peripheral 
vision in the untreated eye.

Jennifer Lopez has canceled a 
performance in Turkish-held 
north Cyprus after whipping 
up a storm of angry protest 
from thousands of displaced 
Greek Cypriots. 

Lopez’s gig at a luxury 
hotel had triggered angry 
protests among Greeks accus¬ 
ing her of according legitimacy 
to northern Cyprus, a break¬ 
away state recognized only by 
Ankara. 

’’Jennifer Lopez would 
never knowingly support any 
state, country, institution or 
regime that was associated 
with any form of human rights 
abuse,” a statement on Lopez’s 
website said. 

’’After a full review of the 
relevant circumstances in 
Cyprus, it was the decision of 
her advisors to withdraw from 
the appearance. 

This was a team decision 
that reflects our sensitivity to 
the political realities of the re¬ 
gion,” it said. 

Lopez, her husband singer 
Marc Anthony and their two 
children were due to stay at the 
Cratos Premium Hotel, located 
in a region where thousands of 
Greek Cypriots were displaced 
from in 1974. She was booked 
to perform there on July 24.

If something comes like 
this, you need to pull yourself 
up and you must make sure 
you do whatever that you can 
do to succeed.” 

Ngcobo's sponsored seat at 
Sunday's final is worth more 
than his original World Cup 
budget of 2,000 rands (262 
dollars, 208 euros), which he 
had set aside for 10 of the 
cheapest seats and 1,000 rands 
for ferrying between stadiums 
on minibus taxis. 

Instead he got to football's 
biggest showcase in grand 
style after winning the "Last 
Fan Standing” competition run 
by South African mobile giant 
and World Cup sponsor MTN, 
which picked up the tab for his 


transport, accommodation and 
top seats. 

A die-hard supporter of the 
Bafana Bafana national side 
and Kaizer Chiefs local pre¬ 
mier team, Ngcobo attends up 
to five matches a week in sea¬ 
son. His mobile phone ringtone 
is a football commentary. And 
he met his girlfriend at a match. 
Of the 32 competing teams, 
only Switzerland and Greece 
went unseen by Ngcobo, after 
they crashed out early. 

He lists the Japan-Paraguay 
last 16 clash as the most bor¬ 
ing, Ghana's exit as the most 
disappointing, and the Mexican 
fans as the most passionate. 

South African striker Si- 
phiwe Tshabalala's goal — the 
first in the tournament — was 
his most exciting, but Portu¬ 


gal's 7-0 goal bonanza over 
North Korea also stood out for 
being "like watching the high¬ 
lights live.” 

Even though ousted stars 
like England's Wayne Rooney, 
Brazil's Kaka and Argentina's 
Lionel Messi failed to shine at 
the goals, Ngcobo said seeing 
World Player of the Year Messi 
was a highlight. 

"Previously I'd see him on 
TV. If you're watching him 
there you'd think that he's 
PlayStation or maybe he's 
played by a machine or some¬ 
thing. Seeing him in the first 
game against Nigeria at Ellis 
Park was wow to me.” 

He advises would-be chal¬ 
lengers to his record to enter 
competitions and to be true 
football fans.

ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of March 2010 that the 
number of stay-over tourists 
went up by 14.5 percent, asso¬ 
ciated mainly with the Easter 
celebration in the month under 
review, which in 2009 occurred 
in April. The preliminary data 
of the occupancy rate showed 
an increase of 7.7 percentage 
points to 87.2 percent in March 
2010. Also, nominal tourism 
receipts grew by 5.6 percent in 
the month under review (2009: 
8.4 percent). When corrected 
for inflation, these receipts in¬ 
creased by 0.6 percent. In con¬ 
trast, the number of cruise 
visitors declined by 19.3 per¬ 
cent during March 2010. For 
the year 2010, the CBA fore¬ 
casts growth rates of 2.2 per¬ 
cent in stay-over tourism and 
1.3 percent in tourism receipts. 

The real turnover tax rev¬ 
enue (BBO) collected over the 
month of April 2010, indicative 
of economic activity during 
March 2010, shrank by 7.4 per- 
cent2. During the first quarter 
of 2010, the economic devel¬ 
opment continued to be stag¬ 
nated as also can be derived 


from the decrease of the real 
BBO decreased by 3.6 percent, 
a downward trend since August 
2009. 

The available government 
revenue data for the months of 
March and April 2010 indi- 
catethat total tax revenue de¬ 
clined by Afl. 5.2 million in 
March 2010 and by Afl. 23.2 
million in April 2010, when 
compared to the same month a 
year earlier. The lower pro¬ 
ceeds in March 2010 are al¬ 
most fully explained by the 
downward adjustment in the 
turnover tax rate from 3.0 per¬ 
cent to 1.5 percent. The signif¬ 
icant fall in revenues in April 
2010 was the result of de¬ 
creased receipts of profit tax of 
Afl. 10.7 million, turnover tax 
of Afl. 6.9 million, and wage 
tax of Afl. 3.2 million . 

In March 2010, the money 
supply went down by Afl. 14.1 
million to Afl. 3,242.9 million. 
This contraction was caused 
mostly by a decrease in the net 
domestic assets of Afl. 19.7 
million, which was partly miti¬ 
gated by an Afl. 5.7 million net 
inflow of funds from abroad. 

Consequently, the net for¬ 
eign assets (excluding revalua¬ 


tion differences of gold and 
foreign exchange holdings) 
rose to Afl. 1,520.3 million at 
the end of March 2010, which 
is Afl. 85.2 million, or 5.9 per¬ 
cent, more than the amount 
recorded in the corresponding 
month of 2009. 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) of April and May 2010 
registered increases of, respec¬ 
tively, 5.0 percent and 4.7 per¬ 
cent, compared to the same 
months of 2009. The 12-month 
average inflation rate, which is 
considered an indicator of price 
movements on the longer term, 
fell by 4.0 percentage points to 
0.6 percent in April 2010 when 
compared to April 2009, and by 
2.2 percentage points to 1.3 
percent in May 2010 when 
compared to the same month of 

2009. 

The inflation differential 
with the United States, our 
main trading partner, decreased 
to 0.2 percentage point in April 

2010, compared to +2.2 per¬ 
centage points in the corre¬ 
sponding month a year earlier. 
In May 2010, the inflation dif¬ 
ferential was 0.6 percentage 
point (May 2009: +1.6 percent¬ 
age points).

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro was lower against 
the dollar yesterday, giving 
up sharp early gains made to 
fresh eight-week highs as in¬ 
vestors took profits towards 
the close, dealers said. 

They said the recent reco¬ 
very in the euro, after sus¬ 
tained losses on fears the 
European debt crisis could 
sink the whole eurozone proj¬ 
ect and force the economy 
back into recession, has been 
striking. 

On a day without any real 
news leads, however, there 
was little incentive to take 
any fresh risks and the unit 
fell back accordingly, they 
said. 

In late London trade, the 
euro was at 1.2642 dollars, 
coming off early highs at 
1.2722 dollars - its best level 


since May 12 and down from 
1.2700 dollars in New York 
late Thursday. 

Against the Japanese cur¬ 
rency, the dollar firmed to 
88.58 yen from 88.31 on 
Thursday. 

Dealers said sentiment has 
turned quickly this week, 
from fears that the global 
economic recovery could run 
out of steam to believing that 
perhaps the worst is finally 
over and that modest growth 
is at least secure. 

On that basis, riskier as¬ 
sets such as the euro and 
stocks have done well, post¬ 
ing substantial gains while 
the traditionally safe-haven 
dollar has slipped. 

"Pessimism on the global 
growth outlook (has) eased," 
NAB Capital strategist John 
Kyriakopoulos noted. 


The French and German 
finance ministers wrote to 
Belgium, which holds the ro¬ 
tating presidency of the Euro¬ 
pean Union, to say that such 
a global tax was "possible 
and necessary." 

"Even though a consensus 
has not been found, we are 
convinced that the European 
Union must continue to try to 
create such a tax," wrote 
Christine Lagarde of France 
and Wolfgang Schaueble of 
Germany. 


Britain, France and Ger¬ 
many had agreed to push for 
such a tax at last month's G20 
summit in Canada but leaders 
in the end left it to each coun¬ 
try to choose whether to im¬ 
pose the levy. 

The French and German 
finance ministers said the pro¬ 
posed tax, designed to gener¬ 
ate funds with which to avoid 
a repeat of the global financial 
crisis, should be discussed at 
an EU meeting in Brussels at 
the end of September. 


ECB chief economist: 
Wbrst of crisis is over 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - The European Central 
Bank's chief economist said 
yesterday that the worst of the 
eurozone's economic crisis 
was over but warned other 
major economies their policies 
were unsustainable. 

Juergen Stark told reporters 
on the sidelines of a bank con¬ 
ference that "it seems that the 
worst is over" given that ECB 
loan operations came off 
smoothly at the beginning of 
July and economic indicators 
show solid growth in much of 


the 16-nation bloc. 

"The most recent economic 
data is confirming that the re¬ 
covery will continue," Stark 
said. 

"We have entered a new 
phase in the sovereign debt cri¬ 
sis here in the euro area but 
which is a global phenome¬ 
non," he added. 

The crisis was described as 
a wake-up call to eurozone 
governments that Stark said 
were now serious about fiscal 
reforms and more structural 
changes as well.

Easter Island braces for 


eclipse 




HANGA ROA, Chile (AFP) - 
Remote and mysterious Easter 
Island is bracing for an influx 
of tourists and problems with 
Sunday's solar eclipse that is 
being seen as a mixed blessing 
for the tiny Pacific territory. 

The Chilean island of only 
160 square kilometers (60 
square miles) is expecting an 
estimated 4,000 visitors, dou¬ 
bling the population of the bar¬ 
ren isle which already suffers 
from water pollution and de¬ 
forestation. 

Conditions are anything but 
normal this week on Easter Is¬ 
land, deemed by astronomers 
as the best place to witness 
Sunday's alignment of the Sun, 
Earth, and Moon, which will 


occur for a fleeting four min¬ 
utes and 41 seconds. 

The total solar eclipse will 
begin in French Polynesia, be¬ 
fore the Moon's umbra, or 
shadow, cloaks Easter Island 
and its mysterious giant stat¬ 
ues. 

Parts of the globe will be 
plunged into daytime darkness 
along a narrow corridor some 
11,000 kilometers (6,800 
miles) long across the South 
Pacific. 

But authorities have in¬ 
creased security, especially 
around key heritage sites in¬ 
cluding the large stone statues, 
or moai, some 3,000 years old, 
for which Easter Island is fa¬ 
mous.

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Turtugaruba participates 
in the Annual Reef and 
Beach Clean Up 



Last weekend the 17th Annual 
Beach Clean up took place, or¬ 
ganized by ATA. 

Turtugaruba, the foundation 
that protects the sea turtles in 
and around Aruba has partici¬ 
pate nine times in a row. The 
beach behind the Lighthouse 
(California) was cleaned by 20 
volunteers. A lot of trash and 
marine debris was collected (7 
pick up loads). 

Pollution is one of the 
biggest threats for sea turtles. 
Imagine a plastic bag floating 
in the sea: it can kill sea turtles 
who mistake it for a jellyfish, 
the favorite food of the 
Leatherback Sea Turtle. 

And even one cup can make 


the difference between life or 
death. It can obstruct or even 
trap a baby turtle on its way 
from the nest to the sea. 

Driving on the beach and 
dunes is prohibited by law on 
Aruba, because vehicles and 
quad racers will damage na¬ 
ture (for example sea turtle 
nests and bird nests, vegetation 
etc). 

Of course the participants 
of a beach clean up did not act 
against the law. The distance to 
carry the bags and other trash 
to the pick up was long, a lot 
of energy was needed! But the 
Turtugaruba volunteers are 
very happy with the result of 
the clean beach. 


Study: US to feel more heat, more 
often in coming years 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tar¬ 
gets set by policy makers to 
slow global warming are too 
soft to prevent more heat¬ 
waves and extreme tempera¬ 
tures in the United States 
within a few years, with grim 
consequences for human 
health and farming, a study 
warned this week. 

Although the United 
States and more than 100 
other countries agreed in 
Copenhagen last year to take 
action to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions ”so as to hold 
the increase in global temper¬ 
ature below two degrees Cel¬ 
sius,” a study conducted by 
Stanford University scientists 
showed that might not be 
enough. 

Stanford earth sciences 
professor Noel Diffenbaugh 
and former postdoc fellow 
Moetasim Ashfaq wrote in 
the study, published in Geo¬ 
physical Research Letters, 
that ’’constraining global 
warming to two degrees C 
above pre-industrial condi¬ 
tions may not be sufficient to 
avoid dangerous climate 
change.” 

”In the next 30 years, we 
could see an increase in heat¬ 
waves like the one now oc¬ 
curring in the eastern United 
States or the kind that swept 
across Europe in 2003 that 
caused tens of thousands of 
fatalities,” said Diffenbaugh, 
lead author of the study. 

’’Those kinds of severe 
heat events put enormous 
stress on major crops like 
corn, soybean, cotton and 
wine grapes, causing a signif¬ 
icant reduction in yields,” he 
said. 

Diffenbaugh and Ashfaq 
used two dozen climate mo¬ 
dels to project what could 
happen in the United States if 
carbon dioxide emissions 
cause temperatures to rise 1.8 



degrees Fahrenheit (one de¬ 
gree Celsius) between 2010 
and 2039 — a likely scenario, 
according to the UN’s Inter¬ 
national Panel on Climate 
Change. 

If that occurs, the mean 
global temperature in 30 
years would be about 3.6 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit (two de¬ 
grees Celsius) hotter than in 
the preindustrial era of the 
1850s. 

Many climate scientists 
and policy makers have set a 
two-degree Celsius increase 
as the upper threshold for 
temperature rise, saying be¬ 
yond that the planet is likely 
to experience serious envi¬ 
ronmental damage. 

But in their two-year 
study, Diffenbaugh and Ash¬ 
faq found that even if temper¬ 
atures rise by less than two 
degrees Celsius above pre-in¬ 
dustrial conditions, there is 
likely to be a spike in extreme 
seasonal temperatures and 
more and longer heatwaves. 

The first impacts could be 
felt as early as during the next 
10 years in the United States, 
the scientists said. 

In the 2020s, an intense 
heatwave equal to the longest 
on record from 1951 to 1999 
is likely to occur as many as 


five times a decade in parts of 
the United States — even if 
global temperatures rise by 
only one degree Celsius, it 
said. 

The 2030s could be even 
hotter, with more and longer 
heatwaves and a spike in ex¬ 
treme seasonal temperatures 
in the United States. 

Along with rising temper¬ 
atures, there would be a fall 
in precipitation and soil mois¬ 
ture could lead to drought¬ 
like conditions in parts of the 
United States, which would 
harm crop yields and could 
increase the number of wild¬ 
fires, the study showed. 

”1 did not expect to see 
anything this large within the 
next three decades. This was 
definitely a surprise,” said 
Diffenbaugh. 

”It’s up to the policymak¬ 
ers to decide the most appro¬ 
priate action, but our results 
suggest that limiting global 
warming to two degrees Cel¬ 
sius does not guarantee that 
there won't be damaging im¬ 
pacts from climate change,” 
he said.

The NBA's reigning two-time 
MVP LeBron James ended 
months of suspense and 
guess work by announcing he 
is leaving the Cleveland Cav¬ 
aliers to sign with the Miami 
Heat. 

James' decision to leave 
his hometown and head south 
to Florida to play alongside 
Dwyane Wade and Chris 
Bosh gives the Heat one of 
the most dynamic power trios 
in league history. 

"The attraction in Miami 
is being alongside Dwyane 
Wade and being alongside 
Chris Bosh. It is a new chal¬ 
lenge for myself," James 
said. 

"The major factor was this 
is the best opportunity for me 
to win and win now and in 
the future. The number one 
thing with me is to help my 
teammates get better and to 
win." 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Carlos 
Boozer officially became a 
member of the Chicago Bulls 
who convinced the two-time 
NBA all-star to leave the 
Utah Jazz for the Windy City. 

Boozer agreed to a deal re¬ 
portedly worth 75 million 
dollars over five years on 
Thursday. The team did not 
disclose the exact terms. 

"I feel we have the talent 
here to begin competing for a 
title and I cannot wait to get 
started," Boozer said. 

Boozer is expected to 
compliment point guard Der¬ 
rick Rose and forward 
Joakim Noah nicely. Chicago 
signed the free agent with the 
hope he would be able get 
them into the second round of 
the playoffs after two consec¬ 
utive first round exits. 


James, Bosh and Wade 
turned professional in the 
same season and were the 
number one, fourth and fifth 
players chosen in the 2003 
entry draft. 

James ended up in Cleve¬ 
land, Wade in Miami and 
Bosh headed north to Canada 
and the Toronto Raptors. 

Wade is the lone one to 
have won a championship, 
teamming up with Shaquille 
O’Neal in 2006 for the NBA 
title. 

The trio also captured gold 
medals together at the 2008 
Beijing Olympics and James 
is hoping to do the same in 
Miami. 

"Knowing the history of 
the game. Look at all the 
teams that won, the Lakers 
teams, the Piston teams, the 
Bulls teams, the Celtics 
teams. It wasn't just one su¬ 
perstar going out on the court 


Boozer spent six years 
with Utah, averaging 19.5 
points and 11.2 rebounds last 
season. 

In other signings Thurs¬ 
day, the Orlando Magic have 
inked point guard Chris 
Duhon and the Milwaukee 
Bucks signed their 2010 first 
round entry draft pick for¬ 
ward Larry Sanders.

aware that the cmcial third 
week of what is his final Tour 
de France campaign will ei¬ 
ther shape or end his yellow 
jersey ambitions.

But it is the eighth stage 
that most of the yellow jersey 
contenders appear to have 
pinpointed. 

Armstrong finished the

Britain's Mark Cavendish 
took his second sprint win in 
as many days to claim his 
12th career victory on the 
race. 

And with a time deficit to 
rivals Cadel Evans, Andy 
Schleck and Alberto Conta- 
dor after a setback on the 
cobbles of stage three the 38- 
year-old American is ex¬ 
pected to put his RadioShack 
team to work this weekend. 

"We might have had that 
bad luck on the pave (cobble¬ 
stones) but the classification 
starts tomorrow, though it re¬ 
ally starts on Sunday," said 
the American. 

"I would look for more an¬ 
imation and attacks on Sun¬ 
day. These are days that we 
can't necessarily win the 
Tour, but we can certainly 
lose it." 

Sunday's eighth stage to 
Morzine-Avoriaz is consid¬ 
ered significantly tougher 
than stage seven, giving hope 
to race fans that it will pro¬ 
vide the first mountain 
thriller of this year's race. 

After Monday's rest day, a 
third day in the Alps on Tues¬ 
day leads the peloton from 
Morzine to Saint-Jean-de- 
Maurienne, where the finish 
is after a long descent from 
the Col de la Madeleine.

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We won't give Sneijder time to think, says Busquets 



POTCHEFSTROOM (AFP) - 
Spain holding midfielder Ser¬ 
gio Busquets vowed to make 
Holland playmaker Wesley 
Sneijder’s life impossible when 
the pair meet in the World Cup 
final. 

Both European teams will 
be bidding for their first ever 
world title when they meet in 
Johannesburg on Sunday. 

And while European cham¬ 
pions Spain are the clear 
favourites, they are well aware 
of the threat posed by the 
Dutch playmaker, a reported 
35 million-euro target for 
Manchester United. 

And it will be Barcelona 
midfielder Busquets’s job to try 
to stop the 26-year-old, just as 
he was asked to do in the 
Champions League when his 
team were knocked out in the 
semi-finals by Sneijder's Inter 
Milan. 

"He’s a great player and he’s 
playing great. We’ll try to stop 
him like any other player," said 
the 21-year-old Busquets. 

"We'll try to deny him even 
the time to think because oth¬ 
erwise he can create some 
good chances for their for¬ 
wards." 

And while Busquets singled 


out the particular threat posed 
by Sneijder, back-up centre- 
back Carlos Marchena be¬ 
lieves the Dutch have no 
weaknesses at all. 

"They've got lots of strong 
points, they defend well, they 
have a great goalkeeper, their 
midfielders cover the whole 
pitch and up front they score 
lots of goals and are very 
quick," he said. 

"Their counter-attacks are 
lethal, they're a complete 
team." 

With the way Spain hold 
onto the ball and move it 
around with consummate ease 
and authority, opposing teams 
are often wary of pushing up 


against them. 

One feature of the tourna¬ 
ment is that Spain's opponents 
have mostly sat back quite 
deep to try to stop them being 
opened up by the clever and 
quick passing of players such 
as Andres Iniesta and Xavi. 

But whatever tactics the 
Dutch bring to the table, Bus¬ 
quets believes they will have 
the answer. 

"We've come up against 
everything, opponents like 
Switzerland who sat back, oth¬ 
ers like Chile and Paraguay 
who close you down," he said. 

"(Holland) will play their 
game, both teams will play the 
way they know how." 


Spain play very much in the 
Barcelona mould, a system 
that was largely developped by 
Dutchmen such as Johan 
Cruyff, Louis van Gaal and 
Frank Rijkaard. 

And Busquets admits that if 
Spain, who have seven 
Barcelona players in their 
starting line-up, win, part of 
their success will be down to 
the Dutch.

"It will be a big challenge 
for us, they made it hard for 
the Germans to play." 

If they win Sunday's final, 
the Dutch will become only 
the second team to record a 
perfect World Cup campaign, 
after Brazil in 1970, by win¬ 
ning every single match in 
both qualification and the fi¬ 
nals. 

Van Marwijk: "It doesn't in¬ 
terest me who thinks who is 
the favourite. I am preparing 
for the match and I am confi¬ 
dent," said the 58-year-old.
